The City Councll of the Clty of Auetin, Texae, convened in regular sesslon at
the rogular meeting nlace in the City Hall on June 23, 1938, with Mayor Tom Miller
presiding. Roll oall showed the followlng members present: Counoilmen C. F. Alford,
C. i, Bartholomew, Simon Gillis, Mayor Tom Miller, and Qounolluan Oswald G, Wolf;

absent, none.
The reading of the linutes was dlepensed with.
Counclilman Gillis introduced the following ordinance!
AN ORDINANCE AUTHORIZING THE ISSUANCE OF BONDS
OfF THE CITY OF AUSTIN, TEXAS, TO THE AMOUNT OF
THREE HUNDRED AND SLVENTY-PIVE THOUSAND DOLLARS
($375,000,00}, FOR THE PURPOSE OF THE CONSTHUCT-
ION AND IMPROVEMENT OF THE PUBLIC FREE SCHOOL
BUILDINGS IN THE OITY OF AUSTIN, AND THE PUROHASE
OF GROUNDS AND EQUIPMENT THEREFOR, AND PROVIDING
POR THE PAYMENT OF SAID BONDS
The ordinance wae read the firset time, and, upon motlion of Councilman Gilllis,
seconded by Councilman Alford, the rule was suspended and the ordinance was passed
to its seqond reading, by the following vote: Ayee, Councilmen alford, Bartholomew,

Gillis, Mayor Miller, and Councllman Wolf; nays, none.

The ordlnance wus read the second time, and, upon motlon of Counollman Gillis,
gseconded by Councilman Alford, the rule was further suspended and the ordinance was
pasaed to 1ts third reading, by the following vote: Ayes, Oouncllmen Alford,Bartholomew,
Gillis, Mayor Miller, and Councllman Wolfl; nays, none.

The erdinance was read the third time, and, upon motlon of Counciluan Gillls,
geoonded by Councllman Alford, the ordinance was finally paessed, by the following vote:
Ayes, Councilmen Alford, Bartholomew, Gillls, llayor liller, and Cowiollman Wolf; nays,
none.

Counoilman Alford offured the following resolutioni

WHEREAS, Texas Public Service Company has presented to the Cilty Councll tentative
mape or plans showing the propesed congtruction of its gae maing in the streets in the

City of Austin hereafter named, and saild maps or plans have been conaldered by the

City Council; therefore,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE OITY OOUNGCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN!

THAT Texas Publio Service Company be, and the saume ig hereby, nermitted to lay
and construoct its gas walne in and upon the following streetst

(1) A gas main in WILSON STREET northerly 86 feet from a point 48 foet
north of the north line of West Live Onk Street, the centerlinoe of whioh
zos main shall be 36 feot west of and paurallel to the eust lino of said

Wilgon Stroot.

{”} A uns main in FOREST TRAIL from Stamford Way northerly 153 feet, the
centerline of which gas main shall be 74 feet west of and parallel to
the east line of sald Farest Trall,

Sald gos maln described above shall have a covering of not less than 23
feet.

(3) A gas main in CHALMERS AVENUE from Willow Street north 121 feet, the
centerline of which gas wain shall be 134 feet west of and parallel to
the east line of sald Chalmers Avehue.

Sald pas maln described above shall have a covering of not less than 23
feet.

(%) 4 zas wain in SINCLAIR AVENUZ northerly 130 feet from VWest §7th Street,
the centerline of which gas waln shall be 7% feet west of end parallel
to the east line of said Sinclalr Avenue,
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S01d yag wain degeribed above shall have a ocoverin; of not loss than Ph foet,

The Texas Public Service Company ls hercby put upon notlce that tho City of Austin
does not juarantee that the space assly ned above is clear from other underground utill -
ties, but is based upon the best reoords wo have at hand, and thot the minimum depth
stoted does not have any reference to the foet thut preaterr ucnths mav not be required
at special roints. When the Texus Public Service Comnany requires definlte informatlon
upon the rround as to elevatlons or working polnts from which to base the locaticn of
their assignments, they shall apply to the OCity Engineering Department not leses than
threo (3) days before such informatlon ls required. The Texas Publlic Service Company
1a further put upon notlice that they wlll be requlred to bear the expense of repalrs
or replacement of any underground utility damaged during the oonstruction of lines
named in this resclution.

AND THAT whenever pavement is out in the vioinity of a fire plug, water must be
used at intervals during the course of backfllling of the ditches.

THAT the work and laylng of sald gas mains, inoluding the exocavation in the
streets and the restoration and maintenanoce of cald streects after sald mains have been
lald, shall be under the supervision and direotion of the City Manager, and under all
the pertinent terms and conditlons of the certaln franohlee granted to said Company
by the City of Austln,

blocks belng separated by varicus streets; and
VHEREAS, the streets shown thereon were not named at the time sald map or plat
was reocorded and sald streets have not been named at the nresent time; and

WHEREAS, sald Westend Addition 1s now within the corporate liulte of the Clity of

Austin, Travls County, Texas; and

WHERKAS, great confuslon ls ouused amonsg publlico records and amony dellvery
service due to the faont that sald ntreets hove no names; uand

WHERFAS, it 1s deewed advisable by the 0Lty Counoll of the City of Austin at
thig tine Lo aagslen nawes to the seld stroets ln sald Weatend Addlitloun ln order to
avold further eonfuslon; therefore,

BE IT RESCLVED HBY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THik CITY OF AUSTIN:

THAT that ocertalin street separating Blook A and Block B of saild Vestend Addition
be knovm and desirnated hereufter as NASH AVENUE: and

THAT that certuein street sermaratling Blouck B and Bloek C of sald Westend Addition
pe known and desirnated hercafter as BAUERLE AVENUE; and

THAT that certaln street traversini Block C of snld Westend Addition and extend-
ing in a northerly and southerly directicn and velng bounded on the east by lLots 11
ané 22 of sald Block C and belng bounded on the west oy Lots 12 and 21 of said

Bloek C be known and designated hereafter as GARNER AVENUE: and
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THAT that atreet traversing sald Blonk 0 in an eastorly ang wepterly Alrecction
and being bounded on the south by lots 24 to 30, both ilnoluslive, of aald Bloock C and
being bounded on the north by Lots 17 to 73, both inclusive, of suid Block C, be knovn
and desimmated hereafter as HETHER STREERT.

WHEREAS, the City CQounoll of the City of Austin has favorably considered the grante

THAT the Quality #Mlills, aoting Dy and through W. H. Dodson, Manager, owner of
Lot 5, Blook 188, of the Original City of Austin, Travie County, Texas, which property
abuts the west side of Nueces Street at a locatlon north of Weat Second Street, and
being adjacent to the alley traversing sald Bleok 188, is hersby permitted to construet
a oommeroial driveway acrogs the west aldevalk area of sald Nueces Street at the above
desoribed location, subjeot to the conetruetion of conorete ramps, ourbs, drivevays,
pidewalks and expansion Joints as shown upon the plan marked 2-0-746, whioh plan 1is
hereby made a part of this resolutlon, and further sublect to¢ the conditlon that all
oonore¢te ocurb, ramp and driveway construction done within the Clty sestreets shall be
done by a bonded sldewalk contractor under the direction and supervislon of the City
Engineer of the City of Austin and in accordance with lines and rradee furnlshed by the
Englneering Department of the City of Austiu.

The public hearing on the zonink uf the rocently annexed territory wae reopened,
and the following persons apuearcd and werc heurd!

Frank W. King, who asked that the triangular strip extending from Fredericksburg
Road to Goodrich avenue be zoned as "C' Qomuercial, on the grouna that sald oroperty

was 1t for comwerclal purposes only becuuse of the proximlty of the negro church and

cemetery ;
Krs. Otis Vaushan, vho, individually, and for adjacent nroverty ownerz, objected

To the classificutlon of the avove naued property as "C" Ccmuerclal, on the ¢round tiwt

it would destroy the residential value of surrcunding nrogerty and returd the sule of
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beautiful bulldin saltos, and noked that amwe boe roned ng "AY Resldvucu.

Aftur oconslderavle dlscuesion, luyor Millor moved that at the rresent time the
City Counril austaln the recowaendatlon of the City Plan Coiundssion that the nroperty

frontinre on Frederlcksbury Road from Oxford Avenue to Blue Bonnet Luue, includlup the
triangular strip in questlon, be 2oned as "C" Commercinl, with the nrovigo that lata=
er if developments Justify, and the neiro church and cometery are moved, and abutt=
ing property ovners request thut suld trianpgular atrip be rezoned as "A" Resldence,
tho mutter be reconsldered. The motlon wus eseconded by Councilman Bartholomew,
Upon roll ocall, the motlon oarrled by the followlng vote: Ayes, Councllmen Alford,
Bartholomew, and Mayor Miller; nays, Councllmen Gilllia and Wolf.

terost to the date of nayment is promptly nald, to charpe sald nenalty and 1/2 the
interest thereon off his rolls and to lssue to the party entitled to reoceive aame
a receipt in full on the payment of suld taxes, together with 1/? the 1interest there =
